liord Carnarvon, in his ilispatch of De- 
cember 18th, 1876, after recapitulating tbo 
difaoulties tlxe Canadian Govercmout bad 
had to contend with in providing a suita- 
ble line for tbo Paoifio Railway, said: 

" 18. Between the coming spring, bow- 
everi and the Bpring of 1878, it may fairly 
be expected tiat^mpny^'points^.now sur- 
rounded with' 'doubt" will bnve beconao 
more clearly defined and I fully bopo and 
believe that after tho -eery limited delay of 
a single summer iha Province of British 
ColumbiaxDillfmd that there is no longer 
any obsiacle to the active prosecution of the 
^■undertaking, and I trust that tbo Proviuco 
will not fail to perceive with mo that its 
case will be by no moans strengthened if 
impatience (however natural) under other 
oiroumstanoeB is displayed at tbo uon- 
•ommancoment of a lino of a Eadway tho 
proper course and terminus of which are 
as, yet altogether uncertain, while at the 
same time an independent observer must 
admit that the Canadian Government are 
using every exertion to carry out the work 
as rapidly aa possible." 

The dispatch from which the above is a 
quotation was written in roply to an earn- 
est appeal from the Elliott Government to 
the Colonial Ofllce that tho Canadian Gov- 
"«nment be moved to carry out tho terms 
\ » of the Oarnarvon aetllement. The "single 
" Bunflther's delay" referred to was tho sum 
mer of 1877. Wo are now on tho verge of 
thesummor of 1878. Tho "course and 
terminui" of the railway have been dofiu- 
ed by the adoption of Eraser River route 
and it now devolves on Lord Car 
narvon (or Lis BimooeBor) to toko 
atopn to urge on Canada . the consum 
mationofthe Carnarvon tTerms. Those 
.Terms involve the commendement of a 
line of railway from - Esquimalt'^to'-'Nan; 
. aimo BB Boon as possible and its comple 
tion with all practicable dispatch; railway 
surveys to be pushed on with the utmost 
vigor; a transoonlinontal wagonroad and 
telegraph line to bo immediately con- 
atruoted; $2,000,000 a year to be the m in 
imnm expenditure on rail way >, works 
witbin the Province utfroBiijitlie.'aat^ 
irhioh the surveys shall be snfBoiently 
completed to enable that amount to bo 
expanded on construction; and the railway 
to be completed from Lake Superior to 
the seaboard of the Pacific by 1800 
They wore accepted by the Canadian 
Governmont in lieu of tho original Terms 
" of Union which bound Canada^ to build 
- and equip a oontinu'ons line ' of railway 
hrouch Britifh territory from the Atlan 
tie to tho Pacific. The bargain was atth( 
time considered a good one for both Can 
ada and Columbia, and but for tho action 
of the Conservative majority in tho Se- 
nate, who, in 1875, threw out the Island 
Boilway Bill, the chief point of dispute 
between the Province and the Dominion 
world not now have an existence.

landers checkmated the doinand by' 5o- 
olaring the Oarnarvon Terms obsolete. 
Lord Dufferin was met on the threshold 
.of the Province with a demand for the 
"Oarnarvon Terms or Separation," and 
when he entered tho door he was told 
by the Now Westminster people that the 
country did not desire tho Carnarvon 
Terms, Thia was a division of senti- 
ment that Lord DalTerin— forseeing ond 
astute — could not reconcile except on tho 
ground that local and not national ic 
terestsproDdpted the presentation of th. 
rival addreases. "A house divided against 
itself cannot stand." The question of route 
has kept Mainland and Island apart over 
since .Confederation. Each section felt 
more interested in ndvanoing its peculiar 
claims to the terminus than in insisting 
upon the carrying out of the railway 
terms of Union. We are writing now for 
the purpose of pointing out to Island and 
Mainland that the obstacle to perfect 
unanimity no longer exists. The adoption 
of the Eraser Eiver route has swept away 
the only obstacle that existed to a perfect 
understanding between the two sections. 
, We have all along contended that route 
should have no place in tho mil way agita- 
tion; that that was a subject for ougiucors 
and not politicians to deal with, and that 
it might safely bo left with tho former, 
while politicians of both sides united on 
a common ground on the main point of 
actual railway eoustruction. The "bone 
of contention" having been at last remov- 
ed, what is there now to prevent common 
action on the part of tho Provinco in ad- 
dressing Canada on the (to tho Province) 
all-important subject of railway construc- 
tion under tho Ciirnarvon Terms? There 
must surely bo a common ground on 
which the representatives of both sections 
— however they shall agree to disagree in 
other matters-^-may meet to discuss in a 
spiritof fairness and moderation the pre- 
paration of an addross urging on the 
'- Oanadian Governmont immediate railway 
eoBstruotion. Houte, as we have said 
must not enter into the discussion at all! 
It was never germdin to'the subject and 
its impprtotion was'aii act of indiscretion 
and stupidity _bf ..,whi6h no man in the 
possession of his sober benses would have

Tho calling out 
of those veturana has to thousands of 
families been a cause of famine aud dis- 
tress, for tbo bread winner is taken from 
his wifo and children when it would re- 
quire bis energy and wages to support 
them. To each child the Govornment al- 
lows two pence per day'anfl^to eaoh wife 
sixpence, which of course is not a quarter 
enough to support them. However, it is 
one of tho results of glorious war. The 
poor must go to tho wall. Thousands of 
tho police forco had to join tho reserves 
and it is not at all difficult to imagine the 
hardships that must be endured by their 
families, when tho weekly income is re- 
duced from the good poy of a police offi- 
cer to the miserable pittance of a common 
soldier. Of railway porters very large 
numbers have also joined tho reserve 
and to thorn tho change is more hurtful 
than oven to the police, because in most 
cases they will lose their situations, and 
as many of them are getting no younger, 
on return from" active service they will 
have a dillloulty to find employment.

them right.

XI IB priucipuuy over tne re 
tention of its two members torfherep 
resentation of thirty-four electors that 
the coming general elections hare been 
brought about. The same troublesome 
constituency has also caused the 
trouble and expense of a Royal Com 
mission. In the Legislature, on the 
28tii pf-Pebruary, it was charged by 
the leader of the Opposition that the 
Premier, Mr. Elliott, had written a 
letter offering Mr. Gallagher, one of 
the Kootenay members ?1,000 and a 
Government position as a bribe to va 
cate his -seat. The charge was in 
dignantly denied by Mr. Elliott, who 
challenged his proof. The accusation 
was afterwards somewhat modified by 
a statement in the House by Mr. 
Gallagher that the price offered for his 
resignation was the sum already meU' 
tioned,theconstable8hip of Kootenay, 
and within three months the best ap-' 
pointmentin the giftof the government. 
A Royal Commission was proposed .to 
investigate the charge.and an apprbpri- 
tiou of $2,000 made to defray expenses 
Subsequently the House was dissolv- 
ed and the partial evidence taken has 
been used in the electoral campaign 
with a freedom of remark by no means 
respectful or flattering to the Judges 
before whom the enquiry has been 
conducted. So far aa can be judged 
from evidGDce before us, Mr. Gallagher 
received no letter, nor even a direct 
verbal offer such as he spoke of in the 
House. He was told by Mr. Kelly, 
constable at Kootenay, that he had the 
authority to make such an offer, Mr, 
Galbraith, the other member for 
Kootenay, in the late House, also gave 
evidence of what he had been told to 
the same effect by Kelly and one Daore; 
an American trader. The evid ence'bf 
Dr. Trimble, late Speaker, and^Mr. 
Elliott, did something to unravel the 
mystery connected with these stories. 
They testified to Dacre's having inter- 
viewed the Premier, repreaentiug that 
Mr. Gallagher was in bad circumstan- 
ces financially, and owed him money, 
stating that he wished to resign his 
seat, and asking if something could 
not be done for him.

A servant brings a table on the stage, 
and upon it ho places a box containing 
tho various swords to be swallo ..ed. Ho' 
thou reiirea and'bfings from behind the 
scenes a inusket." 'Upon its summit is 
Ijlaood a formidable bayonet. All being 
roady, Mr. Benodotti appears with a 
very bright sword in his hand. Arriving 
at tho front of tho stago he drives tho 
point of the sword into the floor, and tho 
force of tho impaction of the sword into 
the wood oatmes it.to^swaybaokwttrd'and 
forward. Mr. Bonedelti then goes to his 
box and produces a sword mado of a non- 
lustrous motal. Holding it in tho air bo- 
tweou his two hands, ho opens his mouth 
and simply thrusts it down his thro.it-- 
tho aaxao ixicunor 1. cavulry soldier 
would replace his sword iu the sheath. 
This is feat No. 1. 

Mr. Bonodetti next takes up six or eight 
of those swords, and having put them one 
bohiud the other, he opens his mouth 
again, and presto, down goes the lot into 
what is called by children tho "red lane." 
Thoso swordH being well down into his 
throat, he then plucks them out ono by 
one and throws them on to the stage, 
whero they fall with a clash that iudicates 
to the commonest observer that they are 
really metalrf 'TbiB'donQj'he rests a min- 
ute, and then come th'emnskot'and bay- 
onet. He lifts up the musket and holds 
it, with bayonet downward above his head, 
and then slightly steadying tho weapon, 
he allows the bayonet to glide gently 
down his throat. Just at tho moment 
wheu it seems doubtful whothor ho is not 
going to swallow .mnBket 'a^ 
denly stops, and theri'the ' bayonet is hid- 
den all but tho part near where it joius on 
to tho musket itself. But this is not 
enough; holeans forward, and holding the 
bayonot horizontally between his teeth, 
turns round and round, swinging the

• He 'oonoltides'^the' performance by a 
very marvellous feat. Ho goes directly 
to the sword that is still vibrating in tho 
boards of tbo stage, and pulls it out with a 
jork. Ouo cuuuot imagine what he is 
going to do with it, as it appears to the 
oyo that the sword from hilt to point is 
longer thou the man'd body. He then 
proceeds to the middle of tho stage; baok 
goes his head, and down his throat goes tbo 
sword. Several eminent medical men, 
among whom is Mr, Frank Buckland, 
vouch to tho fact that tho sword measures 
thirty inches in length undone and a half 
across. Mt. Bonedetti has boon swallow- 
ing swords for fourteen years; the stomach 
is consequently aconstomed to the recop- 
tion. lie is a siognlarly prepossessing 
man and his manners are polished.

It ap- 
pears that they have iu Lockport some 
three miles of main pipes laid purposely 
(in order to test the system financially) 
through sparsely settled streets, and that 
hey fuiniahod with heat during the win- 
tor some seventy consumers. Tbo result 
shows that tho system will pay, as these 
seventy consumers had been charged for 
warming their dwellings the samo amount 
as they had paid for their coal during tho 
previous winter, whioh amount reimburs- 
ed tho company for expenses. ■ 'In-thiokly 
settled districts thero would be lower 
rates for the consumer and a profit for tho 
company. The loss of steam by conden- 
sation is only from 2 to 2% per cent, on a 
mile of pipe when the full capacity of tho 
of the main'was'used. In the houses tho 
steam, as fast as condensed, is collected 
ros'ervoirs, giving a supply of pure, 
soft water for domestic purposes. The 
uso of tho steam in cooking is thought to 
bo a great improvement over tho present 
methods. Tho cost of fitting up a houso 
of good average size with radiators,. pipeSj 
etc., all ready to be heated with steam, is 
stated at $135. ' . 



MURDEigSD .BT HrS WIFE. 

A Rich Old Man and His BeaatiM 
Bride— A Marriage for Money. 

LTNcmiuBO, Va., April 29— Intelb'ganoe 
was received hero to-day of the murder, 
by his wife, of Captain Lucius Travers, »• 
wealthy gentlomun of CarroU county ,V«j, 
aged 70 years. Captain Trave'ra -was one ■ 
of the beat known old gentlemen in this 
part of the State. 

Tho couple wore married about eight 
mosths ago, and it was known that it was 
not a love match. Indeed, now, some of 
Mrs, Travers' friends recall the fact that 
she had playfully remarked before her 
marriage: "I will break tbo old man down 
in six months and havo his fortuiie'all'to 
myself." She was a dashing and beanti- 
ful woman when ho married her, and is 
about 22 years old. On Saturday the old 
fellow remonstrated with her for her fret- 
dom with a gay young Baltimore sweU, a 
former lover of hers, who had coma to 
this section of the country to dmm -for 
his house. High worda^passed'; hetween 
husband and wife. Atl2 o'clock the oonplo 
retired, seeming to be in no better humor 
than before that night. At about 1 o'clock 
Iho wife of but a few months arose noisa- 
lesslyfrom the bed and. went into tho 
dining rooln, whero she secured a large 
carving knifo. She thoii deliberately 
gashed her husband's throat from, ear to 
ear. 

Being a woman of powerful phyaiqae, 
she took tho body of her husband upon 
her shoulders, and threw it into the creek 
which ran through tho yard. She then, 
aa the testimony of tho ohambormaid ba- 
foro tho Coroner's jury shows, buried tho 
bed clothing and her robede chambre, in 
order to conceal tho evidence of her 
crime. She put the knifo up the chim- 
ney, whore it was found yesterday. The 
body of Captain Travers was found in the 
oreok on Sunday morning by two fisher- 
men. Mrs. Travera was arrested upon 
suspicion of having committed the mur-

Coroner's inquest to day Mrs, Travers 
stoutly denied the crime, and said that 
her husband had left the bedroom absat 
twelve o'clock in the night, and i that 
ho had never returned. Just as the 
jury were about to agreo upon a verdict 
that tho deceased came to his death by 
being murdered by some one unkuown to 
them, tho guilty wife burst out into a fit 
of crying and acknowledged that she 
committed tho fearful deed. She was 
taken to the county jail, aind while thero 
attempted to commit suiside by stabbing 
herself in tho breast with a pair of sois- 
sors. Intense excitement prevails in the 
community, for Captain Travers waa a 
very popular man, an ex-Jaokson Presi- 
dential elector and a cultivated gentle- 
man. Travers was worth at least $100,000.
